I recoeiend playing it on an 
XL/XE or 800 with ATARI BASIc. If you 
use TURBO-BASIC, or the US* Operating 
systaa (Ultra Speed*), it Mill be too 
fast to be playable. Be patient;- it 
initializes very slowly! 

SUPERHOP, EIE by Douglas Skrecky, 
is a .DEMO froi ANTIC for 8/B9, which 
draes Fractal Patterns RAPIDLY with a 
runtiee version of ACTION! (included 
in the prograe). It seees to operate 
OK Mith or without BASIC, even though 
the eagazine article does not concur. 
It’s aain aenu lists the coiaands and 
options; including fractal generation 
and codification; ’zooeing’ in/out on 
portions of the pattern; or loading t 
saving screens to disk (as 62-sector 
Micro-Painter caipatible files).
